J. Maynard Dickerson, 
who was in the forefront of 
the black struggle for 
equal rights long before 
enactment of meaningful 
civil rights legislation, was 
eulogized Saturday in a 
solemn but impressive 
memorial service at First 
Unitarian Church of which 
he was a devoted member. 

The 77 year old veteran 
attorney died early Thur- 
sday after becoming ill at 
his home, 1471 Fair Ave., 
late Wednesday evening, 
He died at 4:05 a.m. Thur- 
sday at Grant Hospital, 
Death was attributed to a 
cerebral: hemorrhage. 

Maynard, as he was af- 
fectionately known to hun- 
dreds of persons of all 
walks of life, complained 
of having a_ severe 
headache early Wed- 
nesday evening, but in-

He was not only an 
assistant to the NAACP’s 
legal counsel in the Dayton 
and Columbus school 
desegregation cases in the 
U.S. District Court, but at 
the time of his death he 
was heading up a drive to 
raise funds to help defray 
the experses a? WRACP at- 
torneys. 

Dickerson, who was 
born in Hamilton, O., July 
9, 1899 attended Ohio 
State University § and 
received his law degree 
from__the Youngstown 
University Law School. For 
more than 40 years he was 
publisher and editor of the 
Buckeye Review, an in- 
fluential weekly news- 
paper. 

He was a member of the 
Law Dept. of the city of 
Youngstown from 1929 to 
1937, and from 1943 to 
1947. It was during this 
period that he had the 
distinction of becoming 
the first black city 
prosecutor in the country.

The proposed 1-670 Exten- 
sion Project, under attack 
by several community 
groups as a benefit to 
whites at the expense of 
blacks, will be the topic of 
a public meeting 
scheduled for Tuesday, 
Aug. 17, at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Little Theater, Erskine Hall, 
Ohio Dominican College. 

The meeting is to be 
preceded by an informal 
question and answer 
session at 6:30 p.m. Nick 
Basso of the State Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
said the session is a follow 
up to neighborhood 
meetings held earlier. 

At least three alternative 
routes will be discussed at 
the meeting, as well as the 
alternative not to build the 
extension, Basso said. 

The alternative routes, 
as of the CALL-POST's 
Tuesday deadline, are as 
follows: 

H — Eastward on Penn 
Central Track (just east of 
Fort-Hayes- interchange) to 
Alum Creek, north along 
east side of Alum Creek to 
U.S. 62 northeast of Ohio 
Dominican College and 
south of Cassady Avenue 
interchange; 

| — Eastward along Penn 
Central Tracks to a point 
east of Taylor and then 
northeast to south of and 


parallel to Leonard Avenue 
up to U.S. 62 south of 
Cassady Avenue inter- 
change; 

J — Would run between 
Penn Central tracks and 
Maryland Avenue to a4 
point east of Sunbury Road 
and then northeast along 
the west side of Alum 
Creek to U.S. 62 south of 
Cassady.

Basso said there may be 
another alternative to the 
north of 17th Avenue, fuf- 
ther north than any alter- 
natives. previously men- 
tioned.

io’s Black Athletes — 
lave Long, Glorious Past 


by Hiram Tanner 


In last week's story we 
looked at the sports’ scene 
in Ohio in the thirties and 
forties. This week we will 
examine Ohio State foot- 
ball during that same time 
period. 

The football picture at 
Ohio State revealed that 
F.D. Patterson from Green- 
field, O., earned varsity. let- 
ters for three years (1891- 


92-93) and Julius Tyler in ° 


1896. The next black to 
earn football varsity letters 
was William (Bill) Bell, who 
Played tackle 1929-31. 

Bell and Russell Embrey 
were on the varisty in 1930 
when the Buckeyes went 
east to play Navy. These 
two black players didn't 
make the trip to Annapolis 
for the game. 

When the NAACP re- 
ceived the news that Bell 
and Embrey would not play 
in the Navy game, a 


" special telegram was dis- 


patched to Ohio State by 
Walter White, secretary of 
the NAACP’ deploring 
such action. 

Embrey was sent to 
Akron to play with the re- 
serves and it was rumored 
that Bell went to Pittsburgh 
to scout the Notre-Dame- 
Pitt game. 

In our 1970 issue we 
stated that Embrey was the 
first black player to score a 
touchdown: forthe Buck-~ 
eyes. Further research 
revealed -the first touch- 
down was scored by Tyler 
in 1896. Embrey had a 
great game when he 
scored his touchdown 
against Mt. Union in 1930. 

Although Embrey was an 
outstanding halfback, he 
was very seldom used by 
head coach Sam Willaman 
after that outstanding per- 
formance in that opening 
game against Mt. Union. 

Many black fans in this 
community have never for- 
given Ohio State for that 
blunder plus the handling 
of the Charles Anderson 
case in 1941. 

The stigma attached to 
Ohio State’s football pro- 
gram soon became known 
@8 a graveyard for coaches 
and the land of torbidden 
fruit for the black athlete. 

After Bell earned his last 
varsity “O" in 1931, the 
next black athlete to earn a 
letter was Anderson -in 
1939. In Ohio State's first 


years of football. only 
four black athletes had 
earned varsity letters. They 
were Patterson, Tyler, Beil 
and Anderson. 

Anderson became an in- 
stant hereo in the black 
community: When he 
scored a touctdewn. to 
help the Buckeyes win 
their 30-7 opener against 
Pittsburgh in 1940, The 
Cleveland CALL & POST 
headlines read, “Anderson 
Scores ‘Touchdown As 
Ohio State Wins.” 

When the Buckeyes 
dropped a 13-7 contest to 
Minnesota a few weeks 
later, Anderson scored the 
Bucks’ only TD. This was 
again headline news, ‘Mr. 
Chuck Anderson Goes To 
Town,"’ The Cleveland 
CALL & POST reported. 

After Ohio lost 40-0 
game to Michigan in 1940, 
Coach Francis A. Schmidt 
was fired and Paul Brown 
hired to lead the Buckeyes. 
Something went wrong 
during the early part of the 
1941 season and Brown 
kicked Anderson off the 
team. 

In 1942 Paul Brown un- 
veiled one of the most 
popular athletes ever to 
play football at Ohio State 
in William (Deke) Willis. 
Bill was on the Buckeyes’ 
1942 national champion- 


” in tar. 
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ship team. Ohio won the 
Big Ten title that year. 
Bill was the first Negro 
from Ohio State to be 
listed in the official NCAA 
Football Guide as an All- 


American. He was. also 
selected to the All- 
American ‘team in 1944. 


Other black athletes-earn- 
ing varsity letters with Bill 
were Ernie Parks and Matt 
Brown. 


_ After graduating from 
Ohio State, Bill coached at 
Kentucky State before 
joining the Cleveland

Browns in 1946. During the 
early days with the Browns 
in the All-American Con- 
ference, Willis played 
guard on offense and 
defense. 

After the Browns joined 
the NFL, Bill only played 
middie guard on defense. 
He made the all-pro team 
every year he played. A few 
years ago, Bill was induc- 
ted into the National Foot- 
ball Hall of Fama. 

Next week, we will move 
on to look at the football 
picture in the 1950's 2 
Ohio State.

DOWN PAYMENT PROCEDURE 


The following has been in.effect for almost two (2) years beginning when the bidding 
process was instituted, : 

This is a very simple procedure concerning the bidding process which is in effect 
concerning the sale of HUD single family properties. A minimum acceptable price is 
advertised for properties eligible for~mortgage insurance. By virtue of an 
alphabetical code required (by the Truth and Lending Law) down payment which in 
almostall cases is 3% of the minimum acceptable advertised price is always noted. In 
some cases, the down payment at the discretion of the Property Disposition Branch, 
the down payment may not be the full 3% allowed by current regulations..However, 


under no circumstances will this down payment exceed the allowable amount, As an - 


example, the down payment for a property selling for $15,000 is $450.00. In the event 
the successful bidder should bid $16,000 he would then be obligated for a down 
payment of $450.00 with the difference of the advertised minimum price and his bid 
price payable in cash, preferrably at the time he turns in his down payment and the 
allied documents required. 

There has been some questions recently concerning this- method and Property 
Disposition republishes it to answer those questions. Any additional information 
required concerning this method of sale is available at the phone number listed below 
or by writing HUD. 


WARNING 

HUD has received feedback from the field that some investors may be fraudulently 
purchasing HUD-owned properties as owner-occupants. Currently, when campleting 
Form HUD-9548, Standard Retail Sales Contract, the purchaser is required to signify 
whether the property will be occupied by himself or others. When appropriate, the 
purchaser further certifies as to his or her occupancy intentions on Form HUD-9551, 
Office to Purchase and Broker's Tender. 

In most sales, the occupancy intentions reflected on the sales contract are true. Our 
concern is with purchasers who falsify their occupancy intentions and appear to be 
owner-occupant purchasers while in reality they are investor-purchasers. It is 
possible that an individual may legitimately purchase a property for his or her own 
use and within a short time, sell_it and then purchase another property for his or her 
own use.

Hereafter. when a loca! office finds that an individual has purchased, within a short 
span of time, at least two HUD-owned properties as an owner-occupant and has sold 
the properties before taking occupancy, the local office shall report the matter to the 
inspector genera!. ®

, Radio’s ‘Voice of People’ 
Takes To Political Arena 


| was urged to run so that | could continue to speak 


out as a voice of the 


people. if elected State 


Representative in the 19th House District, | will be the 
voice of the people in the State Legislature. 
“Candidates are elected to represent people with the 
idea that they will seek out and reflect the views of 
their constituents. | think that feature is badly missing 
in government today. As a child my mother taught me 
to “stand up for what you believe in because you can 


fall for anything.” 


As a broadcaster, | attempted to do just that. | 
believe that the airwaves should be accessible to the 
public, and the public has a right to be kept informed

Public access is important not only in radio but in 
government as well. Politics affect every aspect of our 
lives, yet poor people, both black and white, are un- 
der-registered and under-represented in government. 

Most of my efforts in broadcasting were directed at 
the needs and aspirations of the black community, in 
view of the fact that most of the listening audience 
and the licensing commitment of the station are 


black. 


My efforts in behalf of hungry people, emergency 
relief for burned-out families, victims of the law and 
lawlessness, adequate educational standards and 
services, abuse and fraud of consumers were people 
oriented, in the same way my posture in the legisia- 


ture will be. 
The 29th House District 


is made up of several com- 


peting interests: urban, suburban, rural, townships; 
voices calling for access to the resources necessary 
to maintain and enhance their quality of living. 


At. the same time it is 


necessary that the com- 


monalty among these competing interests be em- 
phasized in order that the role of state government be 
put to its best use in that district. 

No one can purport to represent the 29th House 
District community without an effort to establish a 
feeling of commonality in that district. 

Some people expect the campaign in the 29th 
district to be racial.

In rejecting constitutional arguments 
against capital punishment, the court 
fatified guidelines for the execution of 
sentences after a ten year hiatus. 

The court ruling also provoked the ire 
of many whose sincere, but misguided ef- 
forts acainst the death penalty, seem- 
ingly fails to consider the historical 
neture of the death penalty and the vic- 
tims of the. murderers. 

No one cries for or sympathizes with 
the murdered victims or their survivors. 
Instead, vast sums of money and con- 
siderable eriergies are expended to save 
the lives of social misfits and 
degenerates who, in all probability, 
would rob, rape and kill again if sét free 
in-a civil environment. 

The death penalty has its foundation in 
the roots of man's recorded history. 

Society from the beginning to this 
point in time, has continually attempted 
to purge from its ranks those social 
deviants who killed their fellow citizens. 
These executions were carried out by 
stoning, burning, crucifying, hanging or 
electrocuting murderers. There -is--no 
justifiable reason why society should not 
continue to purge. 

The principle argument. against, capital 


> 


nishment.is the disproportionate-num- 
“ber of Blacks and poor who are: 
executed: There is ample evidence to 
conclude that on its surface ‘such an 
argument is true. * 

ut just as valid is the argument that a 
disproportionate majority of the victims 
were also poor and black and had a right 
to live. 

Whether persons of means escape 
punishment is not germane to the argu- 
ment and if established as absolute truth 
it would not constitute jusification for the 
abolution of the death penalty. 

» It is against the law to murder anyone. 

Whether the murderer or victim is rich 
or poor in no way mitigates the act nor 
blunts the impact on the victim. 

Persons battling the death penalty on 
the grounds of means or lack of them by 
the murderer, should fight for imposition 
of capital punishment against anyone 
who murders. 

The court's ruling said in retribution, 
“the expression of society's moral 
outrage at particular offensive conduct” 
while reprehensible, was nec , 

Americans who vaive the f iom to 
enjoy the comforts of their homes Without 
having their-bodies violated; who cherish 
the right to conduct commerce without a 
gun-in-their faces; and, those who sin- 
cerely want only to be left alone to enjoy 
what they have worked hard for, should 
be. grateful for, the court's decision,

Are Qualified 


As part of some Democrats and 
organized labor officials’ effort to cover 
up skullduggeriés committed” in~ the 
Gilligan administration, allusions are 
being made as to the qualifications of the 
three Negroes serving in the cabinet of 
Gov.

It just happens that all three of the 
Negro Cabinet members are seasoned, 
experienced administrators. All of them 
have had many years of service in their 
areas of administration and are veteran 
government employees 

It seems hard for labor officials in 
Columbus to discard their racism.. They 
are so used to having subsidized Black 
lackeys around them, that they try to 
classify all Negroes into that catagory 

It just so happens that several of the 
divisions in the Department of Industrial 
Relations are concerned with union fela- 


ted activities. It also just happens that 
most of these. concerned labor unions 
are the most discriminatory against 
Negroes in the whole labor movement. 

It also just so happens that, the one 
department that has done the best job in 
uncovering the stealing, payroll padding 
and. unlawful political activities that went 
on’ during the Gilligan ‘administration 
and, which resulted in convictions, jail 
sentences and payroll restitution. were 
disclosed by Director Evans 

Therefore. it is obvious why labor is 
zeroing in on the Department of In- 
dustrral- Relations. 

‘Governor Rhodes” retort that all of 
these Negro cabinet members were 
appointed on their merit, is the only and 
best answer that can be given 

Jt is hard for racist-minded whites to 
ever accept Negroes on the basis of their 
ability, It is time for these labor officials 
to wake up to the fact that all Negroes 
are not lackeys. The fact that Governor 
Rhodes has three Negroes in his cabinet 
(more than any*other governor) is hard 
for some whites to take 

Governor Rhodes deserves commen- 
dation for the quality of his appointments 
and. we praise him for not cringing in 
their defense in the face of these racist 
charges and innuendoes by these labor 
officials. 


The Pot Is Boiling

President Ford's veto of the Humphrey- 
Hawkin's jobs bill kills any hope for more 
employment among blacks for the 
remainder of this year, The public works 
sector-of the progsam.could.haye provided 
jobs in the ghettoes of our: nation. 
Unemployment for blacks and other minor- 
ies may actyally take a hike as the 
economy edges forward ever so slowly. 

Indeed, the month of May unemploy- 
ment figures revealed a rise up to 7 1/2 
percent trom 7.3 percent.

American Negroes 
And 


As the African nations south of the 
Sahara desert emerged from colonies 
ruled by European nations to independent 
countries, Negroes in America began to 
take an interest in mother Africa. 

The march to independence has now 
freed all colonial Africa except Rhodesia 
and South Africa. 

During’ the past years, there has been 


growing “pressure, ‘especially against 


South Africa where four mittion—whites 
shave ‘some eighteen million Africans.in vir- 
tual peonage® if -not -slavery, for their 
liberation. 

A number of American corporations 
doing business in South-Africa have been 
attacked by Negroes for their continuing 
operation there. The Olympic games just 
closed in Montreal, were boycotted by 
nearly all of the Black African nations 
because the national soccer team of New. 
Zealand that played a tournament in South 
Africa was not barred from the Olympic 
games. 

Now, the American Committee on Africa 
(ACOA), for 22 years a major organization 
in the &.S. opposing South African apar- 
theid and supporting African in- 
dependence, has released information 
about major public relations efforts of the 
South African government to win popular 
approval for its racial policies in the 
United States, especially among American 
Negroes. 

ACOA issued a memoradum with details 
on the $366,000 contract between the US. 
public relations firm Sydney S. Baron & 
Co., and the South African Government's 
Department of Information, News of the 
contract first became known after the 

x fecent .Soweto. uprising,» when, Andrew 
Hatcher, a black Vice President of Baron, 
and former assistant press secretary to 
President Kennedy, appeared, opposite 
George M. Houser, ACOA'’s white 
executive director on NBC television's 
“Today” show. Hatcher defended the 
allwhite Government's policies. 

ACOA's memorandum further discloses 
South African inroads into the American 
black community through a contract 
recently signed by black cosmetics firm 
headquartered _in_Meridian, Mississippi, 
E.F. Young Co., and chain of South 
African pharmacies to market skin light- 
ners and hair straighteners in South 
Africa. The contract was signed before 
Mississippi Governér Finch: In another 
bridge-building- effort Dr. Ronald Farrar, 
chairman of the Journalism Department at 
the State University in Jackson,

Mississippi, traveled to South Africa at the 
Information Department's expense last fall. 
Farrar returned and wrote a favorable ar- 
ticle for the department's - widely 
distributed propaganda journal, South 
African Scope. He has since worked to 
arranged an exchange program with 
South Africa's segregated University of 
the Western Cape, a college for 
“cololreds” (persons of mixed race) in the 
South—African system —_of _racial 
classification. . 

* Andrew Hatcher, the Negro official of 
the Sydney S. Baron Company, started 
working for the Baron organization after 
he left his White House job and, about the 
same time the contract between South 
African officials and the Baron company 
was signed. 

in an NBC-TV broadcast on the Today 
Show, June 23, Andrew Hatcher com- 
mented that the massacre of nearly 200 
Africans at. Soweto, was simply a passing 
‘moment. He told his audience that things 
were really improving in South Africa. He 
said South Africa was the best ally of the 
United States in Africa, (whew) 

In the meantime, there was growing 
dissent by Negroes in Mississippi over the 
cosmetics deal. Henry J. Kirksey, a 
candidate for the U.S. Senate in 
Mississippi, said: “‘The native people of 
South Africa and Rhodesia don't need any 
cosmetics. They need help to get. the 
European apartheid thieves Off their 
backs.” 

On the other side, Mayor Charles Evers 
of Fayette, Miss., defended the cosmetic 
deal. 

Andrew Hatcher in his mouthings. about 
South ‘Africa, knew fdll well he was just a 
puppet trying to earn money for his boss. 

Whether a Black company should trade 
with South Africa on products designed 
only, for the Black natives, raises an in- 
teresting question. How can we object and 
berate Xerox, General Motors, Eastman 
Kodak and other American Corporations 
for doing business in South Africa and ap- 
prove a Negro company for doing so, Con- 
sistency seems to be lacking here. 

That South Africa is hurting from being 
ostracized by many nations of the world, is 
quite obvious. Sure, in the face of world 
criticism, they are going to pretend to be 
‘iberalizing apartheid. 

Surely Black Americans should not be 
fooled or divided when the freedom and 
civil rights of eighteen million Blacks are 
at stake. It seems to me that, in this case, 
money is secondary.

young People 


Years ago Ralph Ellison wrote a novel. “The In- 
visible Man,” that remains one of the classics of 
American literature. His hero. a black man, was °in- 
visible in the sense. that the larger society totally 


“ignores black people, doesn’t see them as human 


being. doesn't care about their problems, and doesn't~ 
acknowledge their existence 

Blacks became ‘visible’ in the sixties but the policy 
of “benign neglect” heralded a new era of invisibility, 
one that continues today. But today’s invisible black 
is young -- hundreds of thousands of black young 
people simply dont exist in the official statistics. 

About a quarter of black youth between the ages of 
18 and 21 are out of school and out of work. They're 
not in the educational statistics since they are no 
longer in school. They're not counted in the employ- 
ment statistics since they're not working. And the 
government doesn’t even count them among the 
unemployed since many have just given up looking 
for jobs that aren't there 

Back in 1950. two out of three black teenage men 
were in the labor force; today only about two out of 
five are working or looking for work, The rest have 
been pushed into invisibility. 

Except that they aren't really invisible: they're on 
the streets, facing an aimless present and a grimmer 
future. No jobs, no training, no skills. no work experi- 
ence all add up to prospects for lifetimes of depen- 
dence and poverty. 

Even.those who haven’ yet been totally pushed out — 
of our.schools and our economy are inbad trouble 
“The government. admits to a 40 percent unem- 
ployment rate among black teenagers, and the true 
rate is about 67 percent 

Among black young people between the ages of 20 
and 24, one out of three are jobless according to the 
understated official figures. And a third of young 
black Vietnam veterans. men who laid their lives on 
the line in a war no one wanted. can't find work. 

This awful situation can't be laid to the recession. 
All the other economic statistics seem. to be im- 
proving. but youth unemployment is rising. And it's 
been rising steadily -- for blacks and for whites -- over 
the past twenty years or so. 

This is an insane situation, Our country is simply 
throwing millions of its young people into a rubbish 
heap. denying them the training and the jobs that 
would not only equip them for productive futures, but 
also ensure the full use of America’s human resour- 
ces. 

It is clear that the situation demands speedy and ef- 
fective action to get our young people back onto the 
track that will lead to responsible adulthood, and it’s 
also clear that this national. problem demands

ployment Pragram. ° 
* ‘Such a program would start off by establishing the 
right of all young people to the education and job- 
training experiences to equip them for productive 
work. ; 

Since most current proposals for full employment

New Concept In Career Edy 


By MICKI SELTZER 

(The Fort Hayes Career 
Center, a unique new con- 
cept in career education, is 

earing up to open this 

ptember. Following is 
the first in a series of four 
articles which describe the 
Center and its programs.) 

Five. years ago at East 
High School, Jack Gibbs 
had a dream. 

As principal of East, 
Gibbs saw talented 
Students pass through the 
school system with meager 
outlets for their talents. 

He saw efforts to carry 


out an ambitious 
distributive education 
program frustrated 
because of lack of 
facilities. 


Still, he recalis, “we did 
a lot with one room.” 

‘| thought if we could do 
this with one room, what 
would happen if we had a 
larger facility.” 

oday, on the grounds of 
the.old Fort Hayes army 
base in downtown Colum- 
bus, that dream has taken 
form and substance. 

The new Fort Hayes 
Career Center, is, in fact, 
more ambitious in scope 
than the original dream. 

It is the realization of the 
dream of not just one per- 
son, but of a variety of per- 
sons throughout the com- 
munity who shared Gibbs’ 
vision for a center which 
would serve a student 
body as diverse as the 
community itself. 

When Fort Hayes Career’ 
Center opens this Sep- 
tember, students will head 
there from every high 
school in the city and from 
several Columbus suburbs 
as well. Their interests will 


range from theater and 
dance to mass mer- 
chandising, cosmetology 


¥ 


and business and health 
careers. 

Classes” Will reflect a 
balanced cross section of 
blacks and whites, with 
blacks representing about 
30 to 35 percent of ‘the 
Center's population. 

Gibbs credits planning 
and community _ in- 
volvement for his success 
in attracting a wide cross 
section of students. 

“We did a careful 
analysis on the kinds of 
subjects to put in’ in the 
initial planning stages. 
“We tried to put in things 
that would appeal to the 
city as a whole.” 

“We have to continue to 
be conscious of the racial 
balance factor,” he said, 
“but we have’enough input 
from the black and white 
community to keep up that 
ratio,” 

It-is-necessary to- pay a 
visit to Fort Hayes to un- 
« derstand the scope of the 
vision that Gibbs and his 
staff have transformed into 
reality. 

Driving into the Fort 
Hayes campus, one notes 
that ithe park-like at- 
mosphere of the old Army 
base has been retained 
and even enhanced with’ 
the removal of many of the 
base’s old deteriorating 


buildings. 
The best of the old 
remains. -..the. stately 


genéral's house which has 
been renovated and will 
become a reception and 
community involvement 
center; and the old arsenal 
or “shot tower,” which is 
to be renovated for an art 
center and the old ad- 
ministration building, more 


recently the adult day high 
school, which will be oc- 
cupied next month to be 
used as the Center's ad- 
ministration building. 

Three new, modern 
buildings, the focal point 
for the new campus, stand 
low to the ground, hardly 
interfering with the old 
world atmosphere. Their 
unobtrusive brick exteriors 
reveal little of what is in- 
side. 

Walking through the 
buildings, one gets a taste 
of three different worlds -— 
the world of the perfroming 
arts, the world of com- 
merce and the worid of 
health services. 

“The buildings change 
moods,” Gibbs explained, 
“because they were 
designed for different pur- 
poses.” 

Although the buildings 
stand empty and await 
some finishing touches 
one can envision the 
busiting of commerce in 
the business and office 
education building, dan- 
cers warming up in the 
dance studio, or a live 
audience awaiting a per- 
formance in the unique, 
thrust-stage theater. 

“I've tried to insist that 
we have a quality facility," 
Gibb said. “| want a school 
that everyone here can be 
proud of,”’ 

Gibbs said that standard 
holds for every aspect of 
the school. 

“If a student says he's in 
our distributive education 
program, | want merchants 
to feel that's a great ap- 
plicant. , 

“| don't want students 
who can't deliver. Wher 
Big Bear asks for a 
checkout person, | want 
someone who can deliver. 
if he can't, we have‘ two 
people unhappy the 
student. and the employer.”’ 

We askedGibbs—about 
the student who may want 
to attend For Hayes, but 
because of his/her 
background or lack of op- 
portunity, is not at the level 
that the Center requires. 

“We recognize certain 
students don’t have the ex- 
perience,” he said, and 
hope to have some sum- 
mer and evening programs 
to get people ready. 

Gibbs said they haven't 
turned anyone away from 
the school, but have 
suggested other alter- 
natives when it was ap- 
propriate. 

“It's a matching process. 
We're trying to fit people to 
the. program” 

Students are selected on 
the basis of their record, 
their enthusiasm and their 
experience with the field. 
Experience can include 
volunteer work or taking at 
least one course in the 
field in their home high 
schoot. 

Initial recruiting for the 
Center was done through 
the students’ home high 
schools, but students in- 
terested in the Center may 
call direct at 225-2697. 
Gibbs said they will enroll 
600 11th and 12th grade 
students and now have ap- 
proximately 500 enrolled. 

“We purposely left some 
leeway to have some waik- 
ons in ust,” he said. 
“We're still flexible in all 
our programs.” 


Students..who. atten 
wilt continue to . be 
associated with their home 
high school, most of them

The Center will offer 
academic courses for 
those who find it more 
convenient to take those 
courses there. 

The Center will require
